(2 ) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished 
by the brackets and letters " (SC )" , the scat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes ; and 


(3 ) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished by 
the brackets and letters " (ST )" , the scat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled 
Tribes.

Jalgaon District has been allotted Twelve Assembly Constituencies divided them into two 
Lok Sabha Constituencics such as 17 - Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency includes 95 - Jalgaon , 97 
Jamner , 98 - Bhusaval, 99 - Yawal, 100 -Raver and 101 -Edlabad , the population being 10 , 32 ,396 , 
16 - Erendol Parliamentary Constituency included 90 - Chalisgaon , 91-Parola , 92 - Amalner , 93 
Chopada , 94 - Erandole and 96 -Pachora population being 10 ,90 , 725 . 


93 - Chopada Assembly Constituency includes Kanalada RIC which is from Jalgaon Tahsil 
while Chopada Tahsil forms the part of 16 - Erandol Parliamentary Constitucncy and 95 - Jalgaon 
Assembly Constituency forms the part of 17 - Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency . So instead of 
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Keeping Kanalda RIC in Chopade Assembly Constituency it will be more logical, proper and con 
venient to keep Kanalda RIC in Jalgaon Assembly Constituency. If we accept the change the 
population of these two Parliamentary Constituencies will be as follows - 16 - Erondol Parlia 
mentary Constitucncy 1 ,056 , 167 and 17 - Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency 10 , 56 , 954 as the popu 
lation of SC and ST is less in these constituencies . The balance and the percentage of $ C and ST 
population will not be disturbed . 


Considering the facilities available to the voters such as communications, transport, distance 
compactness etc . it is more convenient and proper to exclude Kanalda RIC from 93 - Chopada As 
sembly Constituency . There is a big Tapti River between Chopada Tahsil and Kanalda RIC of 
Jalgaon Tahvil which has no bridging facilities . The Candidate of Chopada Constituency will 
have to go from the Chopada to Jalgaon and then to come Kanalda for propaganda. The distance by 
road from Chopada to Jalgaon is about 40 to go miles and from Jalgaon to Kanalda is about 5 to 20 
miles . This will create a big hardship in election campaign . If we exclude the Kanalda RIC from 
93- Chopada Assembly Constituency the population of this Constituency will be 1 ,54 , 294 as shown 
above. This population is sufficient so as to frame 93 -Chopada Assembly Constituency of Chopada 
Tahsil only . 


Now considering the above proposal we will have to include Kanalda RIC in 95 - Jalgaon 
Assembly Constituency thereby the population of 95 - Jalgaon Assembly Constituency will be 
2 , 34 , 423. This population will be more for one constituency . To minimise this we will have to 
exclude Jalgaon Rural from 95 - Jalgaon Constituency and to include it in 98 - Bhusayal Assembly 
Constituency (at present 98 - Bhusaval Assembly Consituency consists of this area only ). This change 
will effect in making 95 - Jalgaon Assembly Constituency of 1 ,83 , 651 and 98 -Bhusayal Assembly 
Constituency of 2 ,09 ,674 suppose if we feel that the population of 98 -Bhusaval Constituency 
is more than the fix norms then in that case we can exclude Goregaon RIC from 98 - Bhusaval 
Assembly Constituency and include it in IOI- Edlabad Assembly Constituency thereby the 
population of 98 -Bhusaval Assembly Constituency will be , 1,95 ,574 and 101- Edlabad Assembly 
Constituency be 1, 73,670 without disturbing the balance and percentage of SC and ST population . 


I discussed the proposed Constituencies with the workers and the Voters of my district and 
after discussions they have given the above proposals . I also discussed the changes with the Honoura 
able Members of DELIMITATION COMMISSION of our State. They have no objections 
in accepting these changes by the Honourable Election Commission . I therefore humbly request 
to the Delimitation Commisson to accept the above proposals.

Vite is also a good trade and commerce centre having good transport links. 

If Vite RIC of Khanapur tahsil is not detached from the two RICs of the same tahsil viz ; 
Wangi and Kadepur, It would be possible to form a separate Assembly Constituency, if one adj 
oining RICs, vic ; Visapur, is joined , to it . 

Thus the all sided importance of Vite would be conveniently maintained if such a Consti 
tuency is delimited . 

The second point, in this respect may please he taken into consideration . That is, whether 
it is desirablc , properand justifiable to divide thc Khanapur tahsil having 4 RICs and include 
VTS 2 RICs in one Constituency, tig ; Atrudi and the remaining 2 RICs in another Constituency 
vi z ; Bhiawadi.

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In cage of Khanapur tahsil when it is possible to form a scparate Constituency by combi 
ning 3 RIC out of 4 thereof, it would not be justifiable to divide this tahsil into two slices cach 
containing 2 RICs just to attach them to said two separatr Constituencies . 

This proposal for a separate Vite Assembly Constituency may therefore, please be accepted . 

The consequential change in the Atpadi Constituency would be to include one separate 
RIC therein instead of Vite RIC . 

This can be done only by including Savalaſ RIC of Tasgaon tahsil in Atpadi Constituency . 

One more point also needs careful consideration in this case . And that is , whether 
it is absolutely , cssential to join the two RIC ,, vic ; Wangi RIC and Kadepur RIC in Khanapur 
tahsil to Bhilawadi RIC of Taggaon tahsil, when Bhilawadi RIC is not connected by direct 
roads to Wangi and Kadpur RICs and also not having any trade and commercial transactions and 
relations arising therefrom with the Wangi and Kadepur RICs of Ka Khanapur tahsil.

In Vidarbha region , Amravati District and 
Chandrapur District have got one and twy seats respectively . The existing seat of Rale 
gaon Constituency in Yeotmal district is deleted by the Commission . We propose one 
geat for Ycotmal District. We have proposed a change in Ralegaon and Kelapur 
Constituencies in Yeotmal District by other. draft signed by me. According to that 
proposed changed Ralegaon Constituency owns a S . T . population of 62864 i.e . 32 . 89 % 
while in Kelapur the scheduled tribe population is 50692 i.c . 30 .69 % . There is a scho 
dule area in the Ycotmal District and as such Yeotmal District has higher rate of po 
pulation of scheduled tribos . Releguon may have a less percentage than Nandurbar 
Constituency in Dhulia District which is at No . 17 in Scheduled Tribes list but I 
propose Ralegaon should be scheduled tribe Constituency even though it may be number 
18 . Out of 17 Constituencies given in the proposal, any one constituency can be dele 
ted for Ralegaon and thus present position of Ralegaon as Scheduled Tribe Constituency 
be maintained .

In Bombay Division Dewalali in Nasik District and Chalisgaon in Jalgaon District 
should be the scheduled Caste Constituencies , which are also proposed by the Deli 
mitation Commission . Vidarbha arca at present is having three scheduled castc Consti 
tuencies . One Constitucncy i.e. North Nagpur in Nagpur Corporation Arca should be 
scheduled caşte reseved Constituency . No. 114 -Washim Constituency in Akola District, 
should also be scheduled caste Constituency and No. 143 -Bhandara Constituency 
in Bhandara District should also be scheduled caste Constituency instead of No. 145 
Tirora Constituency .
